The British have been assembling 
ships at the mouth of the Dardanelles 
for sometime and Mr,' Barnes said 
he understood 
the vessels already 
had started through the straits. 
He concluded: 
“There is nothing to prevent the 
fleet from going to the Black SdL and 
up the Danube to Germany’s back 
door, and if the Germans lire going 
to defend their territory they must 
divide their forces between the west­ 
ern front and the

door, 
at 
which we shall soon be knocking.’

Grade, and thirty-one a Third Grade 
Certificate. 
The average salary of 
the entire number of First Grades is 
$90.80; the Second Grade is $82.35; 
and the Third Grade is $70.80. 
In the number of 
First Grades 
there are twenty

graduates 
or 
better. 
The 
average salary of these Is $107.50. 
And the average salary of the rest 
of the First Grades, which are Coun­ 
ty F irst Grades or Two Year State 
Certificates, is $83.50. 
From these statistics you will ob­ 
serve that the Normal School grad­ 
uate 
receives 
$36.70 
more 
per 
month than tim third grade teacher; 
$25.15 more per month 
than • the 
second grade teacher; 
and 
$2-4.00 
more per month than 
the County 
First grade teacher. Then in a nine 
months term of school he would re­ 
ceive $329.50 more than the third 
grade teacher1, $226.35 more 
than 
the 
second 
grade 
teacher;

$216.00 more than the first grade. 
The above does hot fully show the 
advantage 
of 
the Normal 
School 
graduate. 
Some of the Rural Dist­ 
ricts do not have a nine months 
term of school.
